Meanwliile 1 kept 
the man guessing at my bad German 
and .soon heanl the familiar click of 
the sJiutter and luiew th at I waa .siived. 


“Immediately I was marched olY to 
the station hou.se, followed by 
the 
usual crowd of curious boy.s of the 
street. 
After having been asked in­ 
numerable questi(jns. 
1 was allowefl 
my freedom until the day of the trial, 
wlien I presented to the niagistrate 
tho photograph proving to a certainty 
that I possessed a tricycle, and my case 
was dismissed.”
